From a city with a population of six million people, 
Christine Witthoft cameto the “small town” of Suffolk, 
Virginia. She became interested in the Foreign Ex¬ 
change Student Program after meeting an American 
Exchange student to Germany. Some of Christine’s 
friends were applying and out of curiousity she applied 
too. 

Upon arriving at Suffolk High, Christine became ac¬ 
tive in Girl’s volleyball, basketball, tennis, peer facilita¬ 
tors, academic team, and F.B.L.A. Other than these 
activites she spends her time studying for school and 
traveling with Mrs. and Mr. Alwood. She has visited 
Washington D.C., Maryland, New York , and Florida. “I 
really like the United States,” she comments. 

It’s easy to see that anyone moving to a foreign coun¬ 
try would have plenty of adjustments to make. Christine 
says that coming to the U.S. has helped her become 
more independent and has taught her more about her¬ 
self and her home in Germany. The transition from the 
big city of Hamburg to a smaller area like Suffolk has 
been rewarding. Christine has grown to know her teach¬ 
ers and other people better. 

At her school in Germany she takes anywhere from 
four to eight classes. The students stay in basically one 
classroom, while the teachers change for different sub¬ 
jects. Compared with American schools, she says 
school back home is much harder. In preparation for 
college, German teenagers attend school for thirteen 


years and then go on to a University after the thirteenth 
grade. 

One of the reasons 

Christine likes it so much in Suffolk is that she enjoys 
the extracurricular activities. “We have no-yearbooks, 
classrings or proms.” Studies and college preparation 
are very important to the Germans. 

Life for the typical German teen differs little from that 
of the American teen, except that “they don’t eat as 
much fast food” as we do! Teens in Germany are more 
“in tune with cultural experiences’’ such as theater and 
visiting museums , close friendships, and family ties are 
two important values of the German teenagers. Chris 
states that prior to her arrival in the U.S., she thought 
“there would be a bunch of crazy people running 
around.’’ To her surprise, there were only small differ¬ 
ences between the people of Germany and the United 
States. 

Christine’s plans for the future are to finish school 
and attend a university back in Germany. Some of her 
career interests include business, economics, or being 
a translator in a foreign country. Chris is very grateful to 
the Alwoods for their hospitality and is glad for the 
opportunity to visit the United States. She leaves us 
with one thought “Auf wiedershehen, es war ganz toll 
hier!”
